Almost every child has received stuffed 
animals as gifts. Early in life children 
get enjoyment and begin to appreciate 
the various forms of animal life with 
which nature has provided us so gene- 
rously. However, a stuffed animal is a 
poor substitute for the real thing. Have 
you ever thought of getting a real live 
animal for that little boy or girl of 
yours? Well, if you’ve never given the 
matter any thought, allow me to let you 
in on a well-known fact, that there is 
no finer gift that can be given to a child 
than a real live kitten. 

Pets such as lovable kittens are good 
for a child to have. They provide an 
excellent opportunity for devoted parents 
to train a child in some of the lessons 
of life that certainly must be learned; 
caring for his own property, sharing 
with other children, to be kind and 
gentle, and to show respect for our 
animal friends. Just as you love your 
child, the child will come to love his 
pet. There are times when in some neigh- 
borhoods a child may be without other 
children as playmates, so a pet here is 
highly recommended as a companion. 
Many hours of real enjoyment and 
entertainment will be furnished to both 
the child and to you as parents, with a 
kitten in the house, for a kitten can be 
trained in the ways of humans and a 
child can easily be taught the ways of 
its little furred pet. 

Now is the time of the year for you 
to look around for a good kitten. In 
this season, many kittens will be born 
and placed in homes where they will 
want the loving care they so greatly 
deserve. Now, while you're thinking 
about it, check the various ads in this 
magazine as well as the Directory 
Annual and make a note to drop some 
breeder a line. When your kitten arrives, 
keep the following information in mind. 

First of all, begin by training your 
child the proper way to handle a kitten

so that when it receives the pet, all 
will be well from the beginning. We 
know that the excitement of a new pet 
in the home causes all to be anxious, 
and, especially the child. When it first 
sees the kitten, it will want to run and 
pick up the animal, screaming with joy. 
This alone succeeds more than anything 
else in frightening the kitten. It will 
think that the child is coming to hurt it 
and it will do all in its power to try and 
escape. This immediately causes an un- 
necessary barrier which oft times is hard 
to break down. 

Give the matter a little consideration 
before the initial meeting of the two. 
Teach your child to approach an animal 
with gentleness so that neither will be- 
come frightened. Too often in such 
incidents we are prone to blame an ani- 
mal for hurting the child. If the animal 
could talk, we would probably discover 
that it was so scared it knew only to do 
one thing, defend itself. This is an im- 
portant lesson, and if it is properly 
learned, when an animal is encountered 
on the street or on the playground no 
serious accident will occur. Sometimes 
a child will develop a distastful too- 
loving attitude in handling . animals. 
This is due to only one thing, that the 
child was not taught that a pet is also 
a living creature and that it, too, can 
feel the effects of pain. 

One question that is sure to be asked 
is how old should a child be before it 
is given a pet for its very own? Let’s 
begin this way. Never force a pet on 
your child; wait until it shows a genuine 
desire to have one for itself. This pro- 
vides a good relationship from the start 
and in this way you can be sure that 
the pet will receive the attention of the 
youngster. 

However, the desire of the child is 
not the only criterion. You must also 
think of the age of the child as well as 
his mental growth. Is he old enough to

really appreciate a pet? Is he old enough 
to learn the proper methods of handling 
and treatment? These two questions 
should be your real guide. Children at 
an early age will want to maul an animal 
very badly. A tail of a kitten will look 
to the child as a convenient device of 
mother nature for carrying the animal 
about and so he will use it as such. Kit- 
tens love to chase small objects about a 
room and play with them; but teach the 
child not to throw objects at the pet 
causing injury. No animal should be 
required to live a life of physical 
torment; if a child cannot be taught the 
right method of care, hold off for a 
while in getting the pet. 

There is one more angle you might 
want to consider. Whether you obtain 
just an ordinary kitten or a glamorous 
Persian or Foreign Shorthair makes 
little difference, but the purchasing of 
one can. In a limited way, children do 
have a sense of value. If a price is paid 
for the kitten the child might give it 
greater attention. Here another lesson 
can be taught. It is a good idea when 
purchasing a kitten to have the child 
save some of his pennies towards the 
cost. He might even want to contribute 
in this way to its care, but he will 
surely love it more if he knows that 
he actually helped to buy it. 

It is extremely advisable to be fully 
prepared for the arrival of the kitten. 
Perhaps you had not given this much 
thought, however, is a necessary step. 
Find out from the person who is the 
breeder of the kitten just what care it 
has been used to and what suggestions 
would be of help to you. Make sure 
that you follow the diet that is given 
so that nothing will cause an upset 
condition. Keep the kitten in one room 
temporarily until it gets used to its new 
surroundings. It will be a few days 
before the kitten becomes completely 
used to its new home so this must be 
done gradually and it must be shown 
much love and affection. 

You will find in the November issue 
of Cats Magazine an article under Tips 
For The Novice From A Novice entitled 
“Care of Kittens After Weaning”. This 
should be of great help in caring for 
the kitten you have purchased. 

Although the former owner will take 
all possible precautions in sending you 
a healthy animal, it is advisable to take 
the kitten to your veterinarian for a 
complete check up. Very often a kitten 
in transit may pick up something left 
by a previous animal at the shipping 
station. 

Now for some handling tips. Teach 
your child that in picking up a kitten 
there is a right way and a wrong way. 
Although you may have seen many per- 
sons pick up a kitten by the scruff of 
the neck this is very unwise. The proper

Too frequently, one hears of a cat 
that died of Kidney Trouble. This term 
is loosely used to cover all ailments of 
the urinary system. Although many ad- 
vances have been made in this field by the 
veterinary profession, cat owners do 
little or nothing in the prevention of this 
disease. Many deaths due to kidney 
trouble are unnecessary. The first and 
most important step in saving a cat is to 
recognize the ailment early and to treat 
it promptly before it reaches a serious 
stage. In this article I will try to dis- 
pense with as many technicalities as pos- 
sible and present an easily recognizable 
symptomatic picture. I shall explain what 
should be done when various symptonrs 
appear and how to prevent urinary block. 

In the cat a frequent cause of urinary 
block is the formation of triple phosphate 
crystals and/or mucoid plugs in the 
urine. These stop the urethra, a tiny 
duct leading from the bladder to the 
outside of the cat’s body. When enough 
crystals or plugs form, the urine cannot 
pass and is retained in the bladder. Cysti- 
tis or bacterial inflamation of the blad- 
der usually sets in or an infection may 
be a contributing factor in the forma- 
tion of the block. The urethra of the 
female cat is larger than that of the 
male. She can pass crystals or plugs of a 
size that would block the urethra of the 
male. This is one reason urinary trouble 
is more frequent in males. 

When the cat cannot urinate the blad- 
der soon becomes filled to capacity and 
its dilation or enlargement causes a 
pressure upon the kidneys. The kidney 
then ceases to function properly in elim- 
inating the waste matter. The toxins or 
poisons in the kidneys are re-absorbed 
into the blood stream and travel through 
the body. Usually the cat rapidly de- 
velops Uremic Poisoning which ends 
in a painful death unless very promptly 
treated. 

Growths, tumors and calculus (actual 
stones) also cause stoppage. These de- 
mand treatment by your Veterinarian. 
Even a heavily matted coat may disturb 
kidney function. Heavy mats between 
the hind legs that pull and pain when 
the animal squats to urinate may 
cause him to sit for hours before he will 
try to relieve himself. This self-induced 
wait tends to strain the bladder and can 
also cause other troubles. 

A cat’s urine is normally acid in re- 
action. When the reaction changes to 
alkaline the crystals which can cause 
stoppage begin to form. Diet is probably 
one of the major factors affecting the 
acidity or alkalinity of the urine, and a 
diet change can usually arrest or reverse 
any tendency toward alkalinity. 

In my own cattery I closely observe the 
cats’ sanitary pans every day, and be- 
lieve that all owners should train them- 
selves to learn the indications which can 
tell them so much about their pets’ 
health, and to make such examinations 
regularly. In examining the urine, it is, 
of course, necessary to have a clear 
sample, so if you are using a commer- 
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cial litter, omit this and put newspaper, 
or nothing at all in the pan on the days 
you wish to make your tests. 

When you have your sample, look to 
see if the urine is darker in color than 
usual? Is there blood in the urine? Is 
there an abnormal odor? And most im- 
portant of all, is there a residue? The 
first hint of crystal formation is a scat- 
ter of very fine shiny sand. Sometimes 
this can only be noticed when held to a 
light. At the next stage, small powdery 
drifts of white or shiny sand can be 
seen, and in advanced cases there may 
be actual crystals or plugs that were not 
large enough to stop the urethra. If you 
notice any of these, be prepared for 
trouble. 

Litmus paper is a chemically treated 
paper product which when inserted in a 
liquid changes color according to the 
acidity or alkalinity of the liquid. It is 
part of my equipment and should be kept 
on hand by every cat owner. The prefer- 
able type is that called “Hydrion” manu- 
factured by Essential Laboratory, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. It can be purchased at some 
pharmacies, or your Veterinarian may 
carry it. Unlike the old pink and blue 
papers, this one paper tests for both 
acid and alkaline content, and tells the 
degree. A color chart is given with the 
paper if requested. A cat’s urine is 
normally between six and seven on the 
chart, and a variation either way should 
be viewed with suspicion and an attempt 
made at once to bring the reaction back 
to normal. A diet change will usually do 
this, but in addition I give five grain 
Methenazine and Sodium Biophosphate 
tablets three times a day until the re- 
action is normal. A good policy is to 
test the urine once a week, and even 
more often if suspicious symptoms are 
noticed. When diet change and medica- 
tion do not change the alkalinity re- 
action within a few weeks, you should 
immediately consult your Veterinarian. 

In any kidney trouble the cat rapidly 
loses condition, the coat looks ragged 
and the eyes recede into the head. In 
kidney trouble of the acute type the cat 
usually shows marked depression and 
there may be intermittent vomiting. The 
cat becomes very weak and you may 
notice that less or no urine is being 
passed and it is dark or thicker than 
usual. The cat frequently licks the geni- 
tal organs in an effort to relieve the 
pain or discomfort. A pressure on the 
loins (sides of the lower abdomen) will 
cause the cat to crouch and cry out in 
pain. This crouching position and a dis- 
inclination to move about are very symp- 
tomatic. There is usually a curious stiff- 
ness of movement as if the cat had 
rheumatism and he will just crouch and 
swish his tail in an unnatural manner. 
In later stages the mouth may become 
congested, the blood vessels inside the 
mouth become enarged and the cheeks 
red. There may be an ulceration of the 
mouth. In the terminal stage (near 
death) there is a drop in temperature 
and the feet and legs become cold to the 
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touch. Any delay in taking action at the 
symptoms mentioned in this paragraph 
will probably be fatal. Get your cat to 
your Veterinarian immediately ! 

All cat owners should familiarize 
themselves with the position of the blad- 
der in the cat’s body. It is a pear-shaped 
organ which lies in the lower region of 
the abdomen just in front of the hind 
legs. Retention of the urine causes the 
bladder to enlarge and the change may 
readily be felt through the walls of the 
abdomen. Ask your Veterinarian to show 
you the exact position and become ac- 
customed to the normal size. You then 
will be able to notice any deviation. If 
the bladder is enlarged and hard to the 
touch see your Veterinarian at once. A 
mistake commonly made when the cats 
sits on the pan and strains or groans is 
the thought that it is constipated. Do not 
jump to a wrong conclusion and admin- 
ister a laxative, feel the bladder and 
find out if it is enlarged. Giving a laxa- 
tive at a time like this will only delay 
the treatment and may prove very harm- 
ful. 

The treatment in urinary block depends 
on the indvidual cat and the length of 
time that has elapsed since the retention 
began. In mild cases a medicant is given 
to stimulate the flow of urine. It usually 
contains an antiseptic to ward off or 
treat cystitis. In more advanced cases 
your Veterinarian can give more potent 
medicine hypodermically. He may find it 
necessary to catherize your cat. This is 
accomplished by passing a minute tube 
through the urethral opening into the 
bladder and the urine will flow out 
through this tube. At this time the blad- 
der is usually irrigated or washed out 
with an antiseptic solution. If your cat 
must be anesthetized advise your Veter- 
inarian against the use of Sodium Pen- 
tothal for it has been found that the 
cat reacts adversely to this anaesthetic 
especially with kidney conditions and it 
is very possible that this drug will cause 
the cat’s death. Catherization is a very 
painful procedure and humane consid- 
erations warrant an anaesthetic to pre- 
vent more serious injury. 

At times the muscles may lose strength 
to expel the urine. It may then be “hand 
expressed” when there is not a complete 
block. To do this, the bladder is grasped 
through the abdominal walls and kneaded 
in the proper manner forcing the urine 
to be manually expelled. This method 
requires skill and should never be at- 
tempted by the owner unless thoroughly 
trained in the technique. This is often 
done for a few days after the cat has 
been catherized until the bladder be- 
gins to function properly. In extreme 
cases where a catheter cannot be inserted 
or the utmost speed is necessary in re- 
moving the urine your Veterinarian may 
puncture the bladder through the ab- 
dominal wall allowing the urine to escape 
thru the needle. This is used only in 
severe cases for there is always danger 
that the urine may escape into the ab- 


dominal cavity and the risk of infection 
is great. Every cat owner should keep 
in mind that it is far more simple to 
take preventive measures early than to 
wait for more serious conditions to de- 
velop. 

On this subject, Mark L. Morris, B.S., 
D.V.M., of Topeka, Kansas, wrote in 
“Veterinary Medicine,” February 1954. 

In the management of urological prob- 
lems in the cat the following points are 
important: 

1. Has the dietary intake of Vitamin 

A been adequate? 

2. Has the cat been consuming a diet 
excessive in mineral ash? 

3. Is there an infection of the bladder 
or urethra? 

4. Has the cat been on a biologically 
unbalanced ration consisting of low 
quality protein, insufficient fat, and 
inadequate amounts of Vitamin B 
complex? 

Dr. Morris also mentions that urinary 
troubles may be brought about by atrophy 
of the urethra sometimes associated with 
early castration of the male and by other 
causes——thus it is important to call in 
your Veterinarian if you feel that your 
own treatment is not bringing results. 

To help prevent “kidney trouble” 
watch your cat’s diet—make a change if 
the urine shows a dangerous reaction in 
your litmus tests. Be sure to add animal 
fat to your cat's regular ration—gravy, 
bacon grease, small amounts of chicken 
fat, etc. are good. 

A vitamin food supplement such as 
those advertised in Cats magazine is ad- 
visable, and brewer’s yeast is beneficial. 
Lack of exercise, especially in the stud 
cat who is too often caged at all times, 
is very possibly associated with some 
urinary conditions, and even exposure to 
extreme cold can be a_ contributory 
factor. 

In summary: Give your cats a balanced 
diet; allow plenty of exercise; groom 
your longhair cats carefully to keep them 
free from mats. Watch your cat for any 
signs of trouble and test the urine re- 
action regularly. At the first suspicious 
signs begin treatment. Do not delay—it 
is the alert and observant owner who 
has healthy cats.

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Think For Your Cat

Don’t treat your cat as though he could 
reason like a human being. You might 
think such advice to be superfluous until 
you listen to the remarks of inexperi- 
enced cat owners. 

“He almost got hit by a car; that 
should teach him to stay out of the 
street,” they will actually say. Or, “Why, 
he wouldn’t jump right out that window, 
why should he do that?” Or, “He has 
plenty of playthings, why should he pull 
pins out of the pincushion or pick up 
rubber bands and swallow them?” 

The answer to all such foolish queries 
is simply, “Because he is a cat. He can- 
not reason, he cannot deduce, he cannot 
foresee, he cannot remember very ac- 
curately. Pig-headedly repeating some 
action is not the same as remembering 
and being guided by an unfortunate ex- 
perience.” 

Cats have strong and definite person- 
alities and I suppose that is why so 
many cat owners fall into the error of 
thinking cats can profit by experience and 
be left to run their lives without super- 
vision and guidance. Perhaps they can 
operate by instinct, in a wild state. But 
living in a city apartment or house, with 
dangerous traffic in the street, is not the 
same as living in a wild state. 

Cats must be protected aaginst dangers 
they cannot understand. They will jump 
out an open window if a bird flies past. 
iney will return to the perilous street 
until one day your pet lies there, dead, a 
pitiful flattened mass. Your fault and 
yours alone. If your cat swallows a 
threaded needle, a rubber band, a sharp 
bit of cellophane, and dies in agony or 
recovers only after a painful and costly 
operation, it is your fault and yours 
alone. 

When you have a small child in the 
house, do you leave matches and sharp 
knives about, or do you remember to 
keep them always out of reach? Do you 
moan over shattered glass and china, or 
remove bric-a-brac or tape it down se- 
curely to its shelf? 

Anyone who genuinely loves cats will 
create comfortable, practical, safe living 
conditions. Many people own cats who 
do not really love them. Siamese es- 
pecially, fashionable just now, are the 
victims of insensitive owners. 

I know one woman who had two Sia- 
mese kittens. She wanted advice on her 
great problem. The cats were running up 
and down rough-textured curtains. When 
their owner approached, they hid under 
the couch, peering out with frightened 
eyes.

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Cats Question Box

I have a thirteen-year-old male cat who has had a chronic 
case of conjunctivitis of both eyes for over two years—just 
enough to make him appear untidy. One veterinarian has 
recommended a mercury ointment, but since the label is marked 
“poison” I am afraid to use it, as the cat is sure to be able to 
rub his eyes with his paws and lick them off. 
me any suggestions? 


Can you give 
—V.M., Greentown, Pa. 


I would be of the opinion that in a pet of this age, there 
would not be too much that could be done to cure the condi- 
tion. However, systemically, the use of Vitamin A and Ribo- 
flavin may help, and I would also suggest local treatment with 
methylene blue or Metaphen drops. 


Is there any sort of drug which is safe and effective for 
the relief of pain in cats. I have been unable to get a yes or 
no answer to this question from my veterinarian.

There are many different drugs that are both effective 
and safe for use in relieving pain in cats. But the same 
rules that hold true in human medicine apply also to Veter- 
inary medicine—not all individuals will respond to the same 
drug in the same way. In certain individuals some “pain 
killers” will only cause very servere reactions and intensify 
the difficulties. If only a yes or no answer as to what drug 
to use were possible, it would save your veterinarian a lot of 
worry about your pets. And remember, not only must he 
treat the pet, but if the owner doesn’t think the results are as 
fast or as sure as they should be, no treatment will be satis- 
factory as far as the owner is concerned. 


Does it make any difference at what age one has a male 
cat or dog neutered. If it does, what is the best time to do it.

The latest and most authoritative thought on castrating 
cats is to have it done when they are from ten months to a 
year old.- Personally, I do not recommend the procedure for 
a dog except for a specific health reason.

BOOKS IN REVIEW 


FISH HEAD by Jean Fritz. Illus- 


trated by Marc Simont, Coward-Mc- 
Cann, Inc., New York. $2.75 

P-s-s-s-t! Watch that fellow coming 
along on his sea legs. He is on shore 


leave and a great crisis could take place 
any moment. Stand by and let’s see what 
it all means. 

Fish Head is his name and he lives on 
a boat which accounts for his being 
somewhat wabbly when he goes ashore. 
He was always fond of the water and 
lived near it ever since he was a kitten 
because it was what he liked to do, 
though goodness knows there must have 
been plenty of drawbacks. He was never 
the ordinary landlubber and in time 
might have developed cat-ennui, cat- 
jaundice or some other catastrophe by 
reason of living so long on Clambake 
Island and being decidedly unpopular 
with the Butcher and the people who 
lived along the waterfront.

THOUGHTS OF MY CATS by 
Bruce Marshall, Houghton Mifflin Com- 
pany, Boston, $2.75. 

Bruce Marshall writes with a trench- 
ant, definite style and expounds through- 
out his books his personal philosophy on 
many things, both worldly and ecclesias- 
tical. He includes cats in his mental 
peregrinations. He likes them to the 
point where, he states, he embraces them 
among the few neighbors he has ever 
been able to love outside the Lord. 

In this book he mentions Pickles, the 
first feline he remembers belonging to 
his family, then came his own Fluffy. 
From there on he has lived through and 
with a medley of all sorts of cats. Some- 
where along the way he has taken time 
to embellish his cats with such marvel- 
ous, splendiferous names that one won- 
ders how the other members of his hu- 
man family could ever keep track of any 
of them. 

Along with his house in the south of 
France he had a garden which became a 
refuge for all strays. The neighbors fur- 
nished the cats, the Marshalls donated 
the asylum. Here flourished the Cat 
d’Antibes family, being in the nature 
of a cat-apostolic line of succession with 
its own peculiar form of initiation. Each 
new cat as it appeared was spat upon by 
the reigning Sammy Rex when she or 
he became one of the ever-growing 
kingdom. There came and went such 
characters as I Fiori, Joshua Dew Choir, 
Seraphin, Godifroy, Casiano, Tani, Eu- 
lalie, Armitage, Hengeist, Nicky Low, 
Demosthene, Sylvestre, Cantacugini and 
many others. 

Mr. Marshall’s greatest love is prob- 
ably for his Church, yet he spares nci- 
ther man or the Cloth when it comes to 
animals. He has waited for many years, 
he states, but never heard from his pas- 
tor the Abbe Zannuzzielli, nor from any 
other preacher in England or in France 
a single sentence against the cruelty to 
animals. 

Mr. ‘Marshall’s philosophy or plain 
common sense it may be, includes the 
firm opinion that all cats whose kittens 
cannot be kept or have no place pro- 
vided for them should be sterilized with- 
out more to do, and all kittens should 
be put to sleep at birth if no homes are 
waiting for them.

MAY, 1955 
Exposing Another 
Great Cat Canard 


by Guy Bogart 


For years we shall be hearing that in 
1954 a cat killed an infant in its crib— 
so I urge that you retain this incident 
to refute a centuries-old myth cited by 
cat haters. I am indebted to Mrs. Alice 
M. Clark of San Francisco for copies 
of two newspapers of that city, the 
CALL-BULLETIN of Wednesday, Nov. 
10, 1954, in early and later editions. 

In a five-column, five-inch headline it 
is screamed on the front page of the 
CALL-BULLETIN: “CAT SMOTH- 
ERS PENINSULA TOT. BROTHER 
FINDS PET ASLEEP ON CHILD’S 
FACE.” The story from Redwood City 
begins “Two-months-old Richard Smith 
was found dead today — apparently 
smothered by the family’s pet cat.” (How 
many readers will note that “apparently,” 
especially since the scare headlines are 
unqualified?) Continuing: “The baby was 
found lifeless in his bassinet yesterday 
afternoon by his mother, Mrs. Jean 
Smith of 3412 Spring St., after another 
child, John, 4, came to her with the cat 
in his arms and told her he had found 
the animal in his infant brother’s bed. 
John related that when he went into the 
bedroom he saw the cat curled up on 
the face of baby Richard. (How re- 
liable is the detail observation of a 4- 
year-old?) 

Then we learn it was all a mistake. 
THE CAT WAS IN NO WAY RE- 
SPONSIBLE FOR THE DEATH OF 
THE CHILD. On the same day (Nov. 
10) in a later edition of the CALL- 
BULLETIN, on the front page but in 
center of page with one-column 1¥%-inch 
heading: “AUTOPSY SHOWS 
‘SMOTHERED’ TOT HAD BRON- 
CHITIS,” we read that “An autopsy 
today disclosed that two-months-old 
Richard Smith died of acute bronchitis 
and bronchial pneumonia, and not of 
smothering by the family cat as first 
supposed” . 

“Authorities theorized that the cat had 
chocked off the baby’s breath, but this 
was dispelled by the autopsy performed 
this morning. . . . Mrs. Smith said she 
unaware that the baby was ill.” (He was 
the youngest of seven children.) 

I am not criticizing the San Francicso 
CALL-BULLETIN. I had years of ex- 
perience as a reporter, city editor and 
feature writer and realize the “news 
value” of the story. We face this fact, 
however, many people who read the high- 
ly-heralded first story will have missed 
the true smaller refutation of the second; 
while there are cat-haters who will not 
fail to ignore the facts and quote a scare- 
headlined feature of a large city daily. 
For generations, this story will be 
quoted, like the flap-doodle of birds be- 
ing exterminated by cats. Let cat lovers 
arm themselves with the facts, for I con- 
fess that I am less irked by cat haters 
than by cat lovers who through ignor- 
ance of facts apologize for cats.

1955 ALL-WESTERN CHOSEN 


One hundred thirty-two cats of the Western and Moun- 
tain states are honored with Cats magazine awards for their 
accomplishments in association-sanctioned cat shows during 
the 1954-55 season. In the listings starting on page nineteen 
are the names of seventy-three 1955 All-Western awards and 
fifty-nine Honorable Mention winners. Photographs and an- 
nouncements on many of the cats begin here on page seven- 
teen and continue to page twenty-five. 


Heading the list of the ten highest-scoring western cats 
this year, at last, is Triple Grand Champion Kerry Lu 
Ramon of Casa Contenta, the 1954 Cat-of-the-Year. Follow- 
ing in order are Gr. and Tpl. Ch. Tempurra’s Yours Truly, 
Dbl. Gr. and Tpl. Ch. Burque Lee’s Creme de le Creme, Ch. 
Kiva Shaddo, Tpl. Ch. Azulita Patriot of Casa Cielo, Dbl. 
Gr. and Quad. Ch. Lanny Lea’s Favorite of Billig, Crest- 
haven Mr. Big of Prieta, Quad. Ch. Leilani’s Liliuokalani of 
Fiddler’s Green, Gr. Ch. Lamar’s Kuan Yin, and Quad. Ch. 
Senza Coda’s Storm Cloud of Ontario. 

The longest record of continuous All-Western wins goes 
to Quad. Champion Billig’s Patina who has been A-W every 
year since 1951 and A-A in ’52, ’53, ’54. The earliest win by 
this year’s team, however, was scored by Gr. Ch. Lamar’s 
Kwan Yin when she was A-W and A-A in 1948; she was also 
A-W in 1949 and WMH last year. Both Tommy Orange and 
Mei Li’s Manx Sno Crystal were A-W in 1950, and both re- 
peated this win last year, with Tommy also gaining All- 
American in 1950. Silvercrest Alcyone of Skyland was A-W 
in 1953 and 1952 with both A-W and A-A wins in ’49 and 
’*54. Quad. Ch. Storm Cloud of Ontario has won his fourth 
successive A-W ribbon, and was A-A in ’52, ’53, and ’54. 

This year marks the third successive All-Western win for 
Tpl. Ch. Shawnee Cardinalette, Quad. Ch. Belmont Bobette 
of Smithway, Dbl. Gr. and Quad. Ch. Lanny Lea’s Favorite 
of Billig, Gr. and Tpl. Ch. HRH Marin Princess Always, 
Quad. Ch. Dhu Lleo Calo of Truantail, and Gr. and Quad. Ch. 
Renee’s Zaca of Kiva. 


Gr. and Tpl. Ch. Tempurra Yours Truly was 1954 A-W 
and A-A Shorthair Kitten, and twenty-three other cats are 
also repeating 1954 wins. 

Now in their ninth year, the All-Western awards, together 
with the other All-Sectionals and the All-Americans, repre- 
sent the only Fancy-wide means of evaluating the various 
wins of all cats in every show throughout the United States 
and Canada. Using a sound mathematical formula which has 
been expanded and improved through the years, our All- 
American scorer, Mrs. John Porter has carefully compared 
the wins of every cat who appeared in any cat show during 
the 1954-55 season. The cats listed here and their owners 
have fully earned their high honors, but praise, too, must go 
to every entry, every fancier, and to all the workers before 
and behind the scenes whose unflagging efforts have once 
again born fruit in another successful show season.

Resolutions discussed and referred to the 
Show Rules Committee concerned changes in 
the Siamese Standard for judging; a change 
in the Burmese Standard to make it less 
like the Siamese; the continuation of the 
Judging Forum each year; the rescinding of 
the rule that Specialty Shows be listed in 
the catalog after the All Breed Show. Others

Bunny, 
string attached to collar, was brought to 
Kellman’s place by her owner who said 
she was Persian and worth $50. He 
would, however, he said, settle for $15. 
Kellman gave him $7.50. Fifteen days 
later, the required time to hold unclaimed 
goods, when the man hadn’t returned, 
Bunny had to go on the block with the 
rest of the merchandise. She brought 
$7.50 which Kellman donated to the 
Animal Protective Association. Kell- 
man’s cute daughter grew fond of Bun- 
ny, but Bunny acted too “funny” when 
in the presence of the family canary. 

Enjoyed the picture of a handsome 
black-and-white mama cat, who with her 
son, are the only animal representatives 
in Congress. Together, they live in the 
cellar of the House of Representatives. 
They receive handouts from the cooks, 
engineers, and, it’s to be hoped, loyal 
patrons of the House Coffee Shop. Says 
the Washington Star, which took the 
fine picture of mama outlined -against 
the capitol dome, “they are not expected 
to catch mice”... “there are none in 
the House”... 

Still in Washington, that was a beau- 
tiful photograph by Harris & Ewing, 
posers of presidents, which the Wash- 
ington Post published in honor of 
the passing of Mr. White, lovely white 
shorthair who became the center of 
attention in the thirties when he was 
admitted to Johns Hopkins Hospital 
in Baltimore. Mr. White, the pet of 
Bascom Timmons, well-known Wash- 
ington news correspondent, was suffer- 
ing from a blood stream infection that 
would not respond to a _ veterinarian’s 
treatment. Through Jesse H. Jones, 
close friend of Timmons and then Re- 
construction Finance Corporation chair- 
mon, Dr. Hugh Young of Johns Hop- 
kins was induced to try a cure. While 
Mr. White was in the Hospital, he re- 
ceived messages from well-wishers all 
over the world, including one from 
President Roosevelt who was cruising 
in the Caribbean at the time. In 1941, 
Mr. White was discharged, completely 
cured. In late March of this year, Mr. 
White, he of the one blue and one 
green eye, began to fail, and on March 
23rd, at the age of nineteen, he went, 
one of the most famous cats of our 
time, to his rest. He leaves Buddy, a 
yellow-and-white shorthair, in the home 
of Timmons, hard-boiled newspaperman 
with “a soft spot for cats.” 

Sometimes when you watch your cats 


sleeping and resting, (things they do 
often and well!) you wonder why they 
can’t live to be a hundred. Then you 
realize the little hearts beat too fast, the 
little feet run too much, over too many 
miles, proportionately, the little skulls 
and nervous systems are stimulated too 
often by too many sights, sounds, smells, 
events, that to adult humans mean 
nothing. Then all you can do is be 
thankful they don’t have the metabolism 
of sparrows, say, nor their life ex- 
pectancy. 

It’s the way God intended it, that we 
have them only part of our lives, those 
who have them nineteen years are among 
the more fortunate of us. Probably 
there’s one thing we should try to re- 
member, too, and that is, if we lose a 
pet, it’s not likely we’re supposed to 
swear off all others forever. We know 
we're not supposed to have them all of 
our lives, and if we know that, we also 
should know there’s a reason why things 
have been planned this way for us. It’s 
often difficult to do, but better in the 
long run to work with the plan, not 
against it, and this means, of course, 
start all over again with another little 
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kitten. If it’s a stray you find in the 
street or pound, what you can do with it 
in the next nineteen years may be all 
the more remarkable. But if you must 
have one like the one you lost, or if 
you’ve always wanted a special color or 
breed then you should have that. The 
only important thing to remember is, to 
start all over again, a new life, a new 
cycle. Much fun and pleasure, then sor- 
row, and then again, fun and Te

way to lift one is by making good use 
of both hands. Place the right hand 
under the chest close to the front legs 
and your left hand under the hind legs. 
By using both hands as such you can 
lift the kitten and it will feel more 
secure when the entire weight of the 
body has support. This is especially 
helpful to know as the kit grows older 
and has more weight. When the animal 
is once lifted you must remember to 
keep its body supported. This can best 
be done by holding against your chest 
or over your shoulder and using one 
arm to hold up its lower portion. Perhaps 
you like to cradle your pets; this is 
acceptable too. 

A kitten loves to play. As has been 
mentioned, many hours of real pleasure 
and enjoyment will be the child’s as well 
as your own by watching its cute antics 
with different objects as toys. Once the 
kit gains confidence in its new owners, 
it might even allow itself to be dressed in 
doll clothing or to ride in a baby buggie. 
At this point, you should keep one thing 
in mind. That just as your child needs 
its rest so does the kitten. After a time 
of play it will become sleepy and lie 
down in an exhausted heap. Train your 
child to know this, using his own life as 
an example. It would be good if a regu- 
lar resting place could be provided for 
the pet so that it can get the rest de- 
sired without having to be disturbed. If 
a kitten is required to play continuously 
it is apt to lose its health, become ner- 
vous, and then it will be subject to many 
ailments known to the cat world. It 
might be that you can get both the child 
andthe kitten to rest at the same time. 
Many kittens are taken to the veterina- 
rian for treatment when they become 
listless; most times all they need is a 
good rest. 

We mentioned care earlier in this 
article. You may be wondering just 
what kind of care is to be given to a 
little kitten. This includes proper feed- 
ing, sanitary care, and also grooming. 
Grooming is necessary, especially in the 
Persian kitten to insure a good coat. 
Teach the child how to comb its pet and 
the kitten will become used to the pro- 
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comfortable 
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cedure and learn to love it. As the child 
sees you as a parent do it, he will want 
to do it for it really belongs to him. 
When it comes to bathing, the child can 
help in some small way but it remains 
primarily the job of the parent. 


There are few diseases that can be 
transmitted from the cat to the child or 
vice versa. But there is one that can 
affect both at the same time and this 
is ringworm. This can be picked up by 
either the child or the kitten from dogs, 
cats, or other children. Should you 
notice anything resembling its develop- 
ing, begin treatment at once to prevent 
further complications. Rabies should also 
be guarded against if the disease should 
become rampant in your area. 


In regard to scratches which are 
bound to happen from an occasional ac- 
cident or hard playing, use your best 
knowledge of first aid. Wash the gene- 
ral area of the child where it has been 
scratched with hot soapy water, ste-ilize 
the wound and treat as you ordinarily do 
any other puncture of the skin. If your 
child is bitten by a cat or dog out on the 
street, wash as mentioned above and 
take the child to your doctor for what- 
ever treatment he deems necessary. But 
there is very seldom any trouble with 
a kitten kept in the house amid clean 
surroundings. From this you can gather 
that it is necessary to keep the kitten 
clean as well as the child. Although a 
kitten will try and keep itself clean, 
you must be on the job too, especially 
if it has freedom out of doors. All pets 
must be properly cared for to prevent 
possible infectious accidents from hap- 
pening to children. 


I hope these few words will be of 
help to you on the problem of Kittens 
and Children. Drop me a line through 
Cats Magazine, and share your thoughts 
with me, for I will be glad to hear from 
you and your cats.

Along with Spring, a lifesaver in itself for us Yankees, 
those who like cats find several heartwarming stories in the 
news this May. One concerns Spider, a_cat owned by M/Sgt. 
Edward Spaulding at Maxwell Air Force Base, Alabama. 
Spider, perhaps feeling Spring in his bones, stowed away in 
the landing gear of a T-33 trainer bound for Greenville 
A.F.B., Miss. While Spider conquered space out there all by 
himself, the plane soared as high as 40,000 feet at 550_miles 
an hour. The next day a telegram arrived from the Green- 
ville base veterinarian to the Maxwell base veterinarian reading 
as follows: “Attention base veterinarian. One yellow and 
white cat, bearing rabies tag Number 87, dated 1955 brought 
to my office today. Was stowed away in landing gear of 
T-33 jet aircraft. Cat is temporarily deaf. Otherwise all 
right. Advise if owner wishes it returned and how. Hope 
Spider travelled home to M/Sgt. Spaulding in less precarious 
conveyance than jet landing gear, and that he has suffered no 
serious after affects. . 

Modern library practice was advanced (others may dis- 
agree, if they choose) several years when the New York 
Public Library announced recently that dogs and cats may 
accompany their bookish masters inside. Only stipulation is 
that pets must be leashed and housebroken. . 

Cats, as if surprised and supremely grateful to be included 
with the canines in this deal (which may yet fizzle out if non- 
pet-owning library dwellers object strongly enough) retaliated 
throughout the U.S. by more than earning their keep. Two 
notable instances of life-saving occurred. Tiny, a gentle- 
looking gray Tom, saved the life of 21-month-old_Karem 
Habib whose parents were visiting Mr. and Mrs. Fred T. 
Noomie, 5830 Southford, Houston, Texas. The two families 
were eating supper when Mrs. Habis noticed that Karem was 
nowhere to be seen. She left the dinner table to go in search of 
her son. She didn’t see him in the backyard, but did notice 
the Noomie’s cat, Tiny, perched on the ledge of a fishpond, 
peering into the water. Looking in the pond too, Mrs. Habib 
saw her son lying motionless in 30 inches of water. She 
screamed, Mr. Noomie came running out and applied artificial 
respiration for ten minutes, when Karem revived. He was 
later pronounced out of danger by a physician. But for Tiny, 
Mrs. Habie said, she would not have thought to look in 
the pond at once, and any delay in removing him from the 
water would probably have placed him beyond revival. 

Sammy, a Siamese, performed with the usual dash of the 
breed an equally important rescue. Sammy’s owner, Ray C. 
Moys, 2440 S.W. 4th Ave., Portland, Oregon, was drying his 
hair in one part of a two-section kitchen when he became over- 
whelmingly sleepy. About that time, Sammy sprang from 
his given bed atop the refrigerator and pounced on his nodding 
master. Sammy clawed Moys thoroughly about the face, neck 
and hands. He pulled his hair. Moys roused himself suffi- 
ciently to realize a kitchen burner was turned on, but not high 


enough to spark a flame in the faulty pilot light. Both Moys 
and Sam escaped. 


Another lively Siamese pair we hear of, Susie and Ming. 
Susie, residing with Mrs. E. W. Hoggan, 5271 Balboa Ave., 
Encino, Calif., scaled a eucalyptus tree, was stranded there 
three days and might be there yet, and had not Ed Stoiberg, 
friendly vacuum salesman happened along and cut the tree 
down. Mrs. Hoggan figured a $75 tree was small loss 
compared to having Susie, her pet of eleven years, back on the 
ground. Susie really sailed into the chow, too, once she'd 
landed on terra firma. A gal can get pretty hungry in three 
days! 

Ming is the two-year-old female of the children of Dr. 
Murray M. Shear, Buckingham Ave., Trenton, IN. J. She 
wandered, probably looking for a boy friend, into the home of 
a neighbor who thought she looked “unfriendly”. We can 
understand how that restless gait, those mournful wails, and 
those (dilated with fright) big, maybe crossed (also with 
fright?) eyes could be mistaken by the uninitiated as “un- 
friendly”. At any rate, the neighbor called the police, and 
the police called the dog catcher. As Ming was being re- 
moved from the dog catcher’s wagon to the pound, thank 
Heaven, she slipped away. For weeks, the Shears kept an ad 
running in the Trenton Times, describing Ming. They re- 
ceived dozens and dozens of phone calls, some just from 
sympathizers. At last, myriads of calls later, came the one.

From Walsall, England, comes word of another miraculous 
rescue. It happened towards the end of this long, cold winter, 
when Fluffy, a two-year-old cat, watched through a bitter 
cold night beside a mouse hole. In the morning, workmen at

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the local sewage depot where Fluffy lives, found her literally 
frozen to the ground. She was thawed loose, unharmed, with 
warm tea. 

We'd like to thank one of our alert readers for a clipping 
from the December, 1954 issue of Outdoor America. Will 
someone please send Charney a subscription to this periodical ? 
For this item reports that on the night of Oct. 6, 1954, 1900 
birds, representing 65 species, were found dead scattered over 
three acres near the KOMU-TV station tower. University 
of Missouri wildlife research students and biologists of the 
Conservation Commission collected the birds tor further 
studies. Biologists said the birds were moving southward 
before a cold wave, forced to fly at lower than normal alti- 
tude because of a heavy over-cast and a 400-foot ceiling. 
Similar tragedies were enacted in several other parts of the 
country the same night, according to reports. Hope that 
Charny will get her very active brain working on this, and 
leave the (so-called) cat problem, infinitesimal by comparison, 
alone, for a change. 

Speaking of birds, the will of a Lexington, Mass. man 
left $2000 and twenty-three shares of stock to finance feeding 
of wild birds. The Animal Rescue League is to receive $1500 
for the care of “cats abandoned by their owners.” In an- 
other bequest through the same will, the SPCA was left 
$2000 for the “stabling, pasturing and medical care of horses,” 
or, if there should be no horses in need of care “then donkeys, 
mules, cows, calves, goats and cats, but in no instance dogs.” 
The remarkably perspicacious gentleman who made this will 
may have been trying to atone for the uncomfortable second 
fiddle position all animals except the dog find themselves 
playing throughout their lives. In this connection, it’s inter- 
lesting to note the stir caused by the will of Mis. Clare Belle 
Tolson, 177 Roseville Ave., Newark, N. J. Mrs. Tolson willed 
$1500 to Paddie Cat, her companion of the last sixteen years, 
and $2000 outright to Miss Lily Hall, a former employee, for 
taking care of Paddie. For this she was blamed by the 
Newark News, which claimed she should have left her tiny 
savings to some charity, that leaving $1500 to Paddie was a 
clear case of misdirected compassion. Well, thank Heaven, 
the News did receive a few letters from people who claimed, 
good gracious, didn’t the poor woman have a right to do 
what she wanted to do with her money. After all, if she felt 
Paddie deserved some thanks for sixteen years of loyal com- 
panionship, she probably was in a better positioin to judge 
how much, and what, thanks than any one else. It should be 
remembered too that the larger part of Mrs. Tolson’s “estate” 
went to a human friend. Not only that, but wouldn’t 
pose 'Mrs. Tolson was happier in her last days knowing Paddie 
would not have to be put to sleep? Not for five years any- 
way. Yes, that’s all it figures out to, at the rate of $5 per week. 
Surely seems a shame to begrudge Paddie the opportunity to 
live five more years, if he can. Wonder what the News would 
have said of the Lexington, Mass. will, which left far more 
money to animals? Well, the one bright spot is the happy 
look we see on faces of Paddie and Miss Lily Hall. Both look 
as if they’d been good friends for years. We don’t think Miss 
Hall will find it much of a chore to see that Paddie gets his $5 
per week’s worth. 

Money and cats are in the news for other reasons, too. In 
Delaware, Ohio, a 76-year-old man was convicted of killing his 
neighbor’s cat and was fined six dollars in costs and twenty- 
five dollars for the killing. Mrs. Alice Dowles and her two 
small daughters testified they had seen the man kill their pet 
on Washington’s Birthday. Although he denied this in court, 
he was judged guilty. The Cat Welfare Association, Inc., 
209 So. Sandusky St., Columbus, Ohio, says this man probably 
was the first person convicted of killing a cat under state law. 
The law prohibits the killing of domestic animals without 
owner’s consent, except by a state-licensed veterinarian. 

Two employees of a Yonkers, N. Y., five-and-ten were 
fined twenty-five dollars, this time for dumping two cats in 
Palisades Interstate Park. The cats had turned up at the store 
when it was first built and would not leave. Oh, these cats 
which must e.rist in stores and factories and barns. They 
don’t live there, because to live, a cat has to have: food 
(protein) daily, water daily, milk occasionally (if it will drink 
that), a warm, dry (in Summer, a shady) place to sleep and 
a Sani-Tray or the equivalent, so that the cat is not punished 
for, in effect, living. And praise be for the hearts of owners 
who do provide these minimum essentials for cats they keep! 
In this particular case of the five-and-ten store cats, we surely 
feel the two men fined were no more at fault than all the rest 
of the people at the store. Probably less. It’s obvious they 
at least wanted the cats to have another chance at life. 
However, perhaps the fact that these men were fined will 
serve as a much-needed object lesson to the many others who 
do the same thing. Simple as it seems to the simple-minded, 


dumping is not the way to solve the surplus cat problem.
